Re: Lifton v. Feinman 

Dear Mr. Feinman: 

Push is now at shove. We have been retained to file an 
action against you for copyright infringement, defamation, 
invasion of privacy and false light. I have reviewed 
correspondence between you and Mr. Lifton, and specifically your 
letter' of June 28, 1993, and you are dead wrong on the copyright 
law. Please read Salinger v. Random House, Inc. 811 F.2d. 90 
(Second Cir. 1987) . 

On a personal note, I should advise you that I am a former 
journalist, previously owned a newspaper, have written 
extensively and am currently finishing a book. I also am and 
have been involved in many defamation and copyright cases. I've 
never read a diatribe as peculiar as yours, and your malice 
against Mr. Lifton if abundant, obvious and completely 
unwarranted. Your threat to release more letters is indicative 
of your vendetta which you deny. We understand that you have 
been utilizing at least one alias on CompuServe in further 
attempts to demean Mr. Lifton. We understand you are actively 
seeking a publisher for your book. We are very interested in 
learning about your law practice and what kind of work you in 
fact do, as lawyers are customarily more cautious than the 

general public or at least they ought to be when utilizing 

copyrighted work and accusing people of being "criminally 
fraudulent." (We would be most interested in understanding your 
theory of criminal fraud and ask you to please explain exactly 
what you mean . ) 
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Based on my experiences having sued many lawyers in the 
past, I also suggest that you obtain independent counsel to 
advise you and with whom I should deal, as it appears that you 
are far too heavily involved emotionally in this matter to 
competently advise yourself. You know the old adage about having 
a fool for a client. 

Further, what's with your racism? Why do you refer to 
"gentile highbrows of the publishing world" in your letter of 
June 28, 1993. As was said during the McCarthy hearings, 

"Senator McCarthy, have you no decency?" 

Could you please explain all of your communications with Mr. 
Weisberg and any other third parties concerning my client's 
letters and how you came to be in possession of them as further 
understanding of this will greatly assist us while drafting the 
litigation to be filed against you. 

This is a demand letter. Demand is hereby made that you 
enter into an agreement satisfactory to Mr. Lifton in which you 
will no longer publish his copyrighted materials and you will 
advise all third parties to whom they've been disseminated that 
the materials are copyrighted and may not be republished. If you 
do not do so, then I shall recommend to my client that he file 
the above-stated litigation against you. 

Please advise your response to this letter as soon as 
possible as we deem this matter serious enough to seek injunctive 
relief and will do so forthwith if we do not come to a 
satisfactory conclusion of this matter.
